IMPORTANT OLEWS. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker says that the 
police have received important clues this 
morning and that they expect to have the 
murderer under arrest within a short 
time.

Considerable excitement was caused this 
morning by the fact that Capt. Villiers of the 
Lakeview police force and Lieut.

In addition to 
establishing the fact that the hair 
found in the trunk corresponded with 
that of Cronin; that the cotton batting 
found inthe trunk and that found with the 
body corresponded, it has been shown that 
the towel found wrapped around the head cor- 
responded closely with a lot of stuff found in 
the trunk.

Judge Longnecker, in an interview to-day 
said: ‘**Woodruff’s story mystifies me. i 
think that the fellow is ying. or at least 
has told lots of lies, ut there is 
one statement of bis that shows a connection 
with the murder of Croninthat interests me. 
Woodruff says that when he was at the 
stables a man who he thinks was 
doctor was there. The man, #0 Woodruff 
says, bad a mustache and imperial end he had 
a badly bruised eye. Well, when I saw the 
body to-day I noticed at the doctor’s 
right eye was badly brnised, having received 
@ severe blow, and it is not at unlikely 
that the doctor was murdered after he 
received that black eye. Woodruff may 
be telling some mighty big falsehoods, but 
what he does say will bear looking into.’ 

THE MURDERER KNOWN. 

The State’s Attorney, being pressed for 
something more definite, at last said: ‘‘ From 
ali the information the police have 
we are convinced that there was a 
greaticonspiracy. Right at this moment officers 
are onthetrack of a man who we know 
almost beyond a doubt was a principal 
inthe crime. Inside of twenty-four hours I 
hope and believe he willbe behind the bars 
— whole hellish business will come

History of the Case. 


Dr. Phil. H. Cronin, who was for many years 
S resident of this city, before removing to 
Chicago, was well known here. The record 
of bis life in Chicago shows that his interest 


centered in subjects very different from those 
with which he was prominently connected 
while living in St. Louis. While here he had 
limited practice in medicine and added to his 
income m his profession by singing at en- 
tertainments. His political leanings were not 
decided. Hisinterestin Irish organizations 
Was at no time so greatas to attract attention 
until bis removal to Chicago. Hesoon be- 
came involved in disputes with leaders of the 
movement in Chicago and attained some 
prominence thereby. About7 o'clock on Sat- 
urday, May 4, just after supper, Dr. Cronin 
was calied from his residence and office, at 
No. 468 North Clark street. The messenger 
arrived in a buggy drawn byawhite horse. 
On arriving at the doctor’s office the man hur- 
riedly threw the reins over the horse’s head 
and entered the doctor’s office.

THE ANTLTRUST BILL. 


FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE AS PASSED 
BY THE LEGISLATURE. 


Effect Upon Business- A Serious Problem 
for Commercial Men to Solve—The Sig- 
nificant Reticence of the Lawyers—lIts 
Effecton Different Branches of Com- 
merce, 


The Missouri Legislature has passed the 
anti-trust bill and the Governor has signed it. 


perplexes the merchants. Just what the re- 
sult of it will be is a mutter of doubt, 
and the prospect seems more serious 
because of the reticence of the lawyers, who 
generally speak with freedom concerning new 
laws, and who are the only persons who are 
qualified by experience to give an opinion 
upon a question of the kind that bas 
not been tested. A number of lawyers 
who are continually engaged with oor- 
poration matters were seen this morn- 
ing and asked for an opinion 
but none was given. The nearest to an ex- 
pression was the statement of one prominent 
lawyer that there are several clauses in the 
law that are clearly unconstitutional.’’ But 
he, like others, said they had given opinions | 
to their clients and, therefore, were not at 
liberty to make them public.

Sec. 6. Any corporation created or organized by or 
under the laws of this State which shall violate an 
provision of the preceding sections of this act shall 

hreby forfeit ite corporate right and franchises, and 
its co rate existence shall thereupon cease and 
determine; and it shail be the duty of the Secretary 
of the State, after the passage of this act. to address 
to the President, Secretary or Treasurer of 
each incorporated company doing business 
in thie State a letter of inquiry as to whether the 
said corporation has merged all or any part of its

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
State, upon satisfactory evidence that any company 
or association of posses duly incorporated and 
— under the laws of this State have entered 
into any trust, combination or association as pro- 
vided in the —— 4 ee ot this act, to give 
notice to such corporation that unless they withdraw 
from and sever all business connections with said 
trust, combination or association, their charter will 
be revoked at the expiration of thirty days from date 
of such notice. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Prosecuting At- 
torneys in their respective jurisdictions, and the 
Attorney-General, to enforce the foregoing pro- 
visions of this act. and any Prosecuting Attorney, or 
the Attorney-General, securing a conviction under 
the provisions of this act, shail be entitled, in addi- 
tion to such fee or salary as by law heis allowed for 
euch prosecution, to one-fifth of the fine 
recovered. When the Attorney-General and Prose- 
cuting Attorney actin conjunction in the prosecu- 
tion of any case under the provisions of this act, the 
shall be entitled to one-fourth of the fine recovered, 
which they shail divide equally between them where 
there is no agreement to the contrary.

The formal ballot on delegates to the gen- 
eral convention,which was taken last evening 
but not counted until the convention ad- 
journed, was the first orderof business. The 
ballot was a concurrent one of the clergy and 
laity. Four members of the clergy 
and four laymen were to be chosen. 
The result of the ballot was a 
majority for Revs. R. A. Holland and 
O. Mann, and Messrs. J. R. Triplett and W. 
E. Winner. A second ballot was called for by 
the Bishop, and it resulted in the selection of 
H. H. Harding and A. A. Leseuer. No clergy- 
man receiving a majority athird ballot was 
ordered, but was postponed on account of 
some delegates being out on committee work. 

Rev. Benjamin E. Reed of Mount Calvary 
Episcopal Church of this city presented the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, The subject of the change of the 
title of this church will most probabiy be 
brought before the next General Convention; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the sense of this convention 
is that the name of this church be not 
changed. 

The reading of the resolution caused some- 
what of asensation. An amendment was of- 
fered that the wording this church’’ not 
being explicit enough, that it be changed so 
as to read the Protestant Episcopal Cbhurel, 
of the United States of America.’’

Singleton Cave, the grey-bearded patriarch 
of the sporting fraternity of St. Louis, whose

When captured Saturday night, at the point 
of a revolver, in the hands of Officer Williams, 
Cave was as cool as an iceberg, and promptly 
furnished bail for himself and his dealer, 
Montague, in the sum of $800 each.

Romantic Career of Mrs, Chandler, the Ac- 
cused Wife’s Mother. 


MOBILE, Ala., May 23.—Carrie E. Holbrook 
Chandler, the mother of Mrs. James May- 
brick, who is charged with polsoning May- 
brick in Liverpool, isa woman with a very 
romantic career. Mrs. Holbrook came here 
about 1856, visiting her uncle, Rev. J. H. 
Ingraham, rector of St. John’s Church and 
author of The Prince of the House of David.“ 
she was very popular in society, being 
a good conversationalist, handsome though 
not pretty apd quiet and prepossessing 
in demeanor. Among those who joined her 
troop of admirers was young Wm. C. Chand- 
ler, one of the most prominent merchants of 
the city.

A CAUSELESS SCARE. | 

„The fact of this removal, when announced 

inthe Post-DisPaTcH, gave rise to a great 

deal of discussion and an attempt was made 

to starta panic, as unreasonable as it will 

be shortlived, with the object of se- 

curing for the terminal roads facilities 

which have been refused to them 

before the transfer of the grocery houses was 

known. There has been an immense amount 

of talk about a Gould scheme and it has been 

represented that the only salvation for East 

End property owners lay in securing a fran- 

chise for the terminal company to occnpy 

Main and Second streets with their tracks and 

to lay switches to a large number of houses. 

A calm survey of the facts in the case will 

prove that nothing of the kind is needed 

and that the significance of the removal 

ofafew houses has been most tremendously 

overrated. Take as an instance the Samuel 

Cupples Woodenware Co. 2 have for 

— been doing an enormous business in 

heir line, nearly entirely outside of the city. 


Their goods are of a peculiarly bulky char- 
acter, and they have a practica, monopoly of 
the trade in the country tributary to St. Louis. 
Therefore they need not seek such a central 
business location, butample railroad facilities 
are of the utmost im ortance to them. 
The same may de sali of. the grocery 
houses, except as regards competition. 
To avoid drayage is ofthe first moment, and 
they have succeeded in obtainidg a location 
more favorable as regards transfer facilities 
than any similar houses in the country. 
SWITCHES OF DOUBTFUL ADVANTAGE, 
This should be a matter of pride and satis- 
faction to every citizen of St. Louig, but 
should not be used to start a panic. The idea 
thatthe removal of halt a dozen, or three 
times as many houses from such a section as 
the East End, containing hundreds 
of business bulidings,oceupied by presparans 
firms, shouid be construed as a sign of ap- 
proaching abandonment which can be reme- 
died only by heroic measures is on the face 
of it absurd. Then, it is a very open question 
what benefits are to be derive by an exten- 
sive system of switches. Scores of different 
branches of industry are located east of Third 
street, but switches would only be of use to 
such as ship in car-load lots. The agricultu- 
ral implement menare about the only men who 
} habitually do this, and they are already well 

rovided. Other lines of business, 2 

ess bulky goods, do not ship by the car lo 
and, therefore, do not require switches. 

A QUESTION OF SPACE. 

Let any practical engineer look atthe space 
available for several tracks inthe district re- 
ferred to, estimate bow much room would be 
required for curves, and say how much space 
would be left for business houses. The result 
would astonish some of those who are now 
shouting for switching facilities. As far as 
men who bave looked carefully into the mat- 
ter can discover there is not, never 
has been, and is not likely to be any design 
on the part of the dry goods’ houses, or any 
other branch of business to make a move. 
They are satisfied where they are, and to have 
the streets cut up with railroad tracks would 
be a detriment, not an advantage. The fact 
about the removal of the few houses that will 
go into the Cupples’ block isa case of much 
cry aud little wool.

DULL TRADING ON ’ CHANGE. 

D. P. Grier stated that he had an order for 
10,000 bushels, and had to send to the Bucket 
Shop Exchange to have it filled. Here it was 
taken up at once. The same state of affairs 
prevailed yesterday afternoon. The D. R. 
Francis Commission Co. received an order to 
buy 100,000 July wheat at 720. Will Kennett, 
their floor man, tried for half an hour to fill 
this order on the regular board and could not. 
Instead of finding any for sale there were 
buyers at 72%@72%c. 80 Mr. Kennett sent 
for Tom Francis, the exile of the firm, 
and handed him the order. Tom 
skipped down staira, went on the open board, 
opened his mouth with the remark: ‘‘I’ll give 
two and an eighth for 100,000 July wheat. 
„Sold,“ shouted someone, and Tom had his 
order filled. This illustrates the difference in 
the trading between the two boards. 

An attempt was made to patch up the dif- 


ferences between the suspended and seced- 
ing members and the Board of 
Directors, but it failed utterly. 
President Chas. Cox expressed himself very 
plainly regarding the members who had leit 
the floor. President Cox was evidentiy angry. 
‘*Their act was one of deflance to the consti- 
tuted authorities of this Exchange, he said. 
It they wish to follow Mr. Fraley, make 
him their hero witha hurrah and back him 
up, letthem doso. The board will not recede 
one step from the position it has taken. 

There was an evident desire shown by some 
of the more conservative men who had lett 
the floor to hold down their more impulsive 
brethren, who were wild to break away from 
the old body and form an Exchange of their 
own. It looked ata late hour this afternoon 
as though the rebels would merely stay out 
the week’s suspension with their exiled com- 
rades, and all return to their regular business 
on the floor next Monday. 

BUSINESS ON THE OPEN BOARD. 

In the bucket-shop business was very act- 
ive, and nota few of the younger members 
deciared themselves as more than satisfied 
with the removal. Denunclations of R. M. 


Hubbard and Floor Manager Smyth were both 


loud and deep, and some suggested that the 
members who had left the floor could 
secure the dismissal of both if they 
would refuse to return until a change was 
made. The boycotting resolutions published 
in yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH received many 
additional signatures and were universally 
approved. It was generally predicted that 
Mr. Habbard would resign rather tban face 
the opposition wats would result from nis 
retaining his present offices. The resolutions 
were to the effect that a number of firms 
would refuse to buy from or sell to Mr. Hub- 
bard, or deal in futures with him, as 
long as he retained his position as floor 
manager and member of the board of direct- 
ors. ese resolutions were signed by over 
twenty firms.
